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After having been unloaded and deposited in rooms by parents, Frosh 
found themselves steered around and shown the ropes by Juniors, counseled 
by faculty, offered assistance (especially the girls) by seniors, and in a short 
time, tortured by Sophomores. Tradition, said every gleeful and savage Soph. 
We get to make you roll in the mud, and fight for your rights. You eat your 
share of humble pie, and wear your dinks like good little Frosh or you'll 
probably not be able to sit down or walk upstairs for a good week after run- 
out. Promises, promises! The senior counselors had offered help at any 
time and promised to be available whenever a need arose. But in the face of 
tradition, even Seniors were helpless. The only way to win was to keep 
smiling, so the Frosh gritted the mud in their teeth and smiled through all of 
the events that led to the bag rush in the good old Wooster custom.

Tom 
Dennison’s 25 points took scoring honors for the 
Scots. In the final tilt the Scots were victorious 
over Case Tech by a 101-84 margin. 
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Synonomous with Wooster basketball for the 
past 32 years has been the presence on the bench 
of E. M. “’Mose’”’ Hole, head basketball coach for 
the Scots. However, Wooster basketball will 
have to face the 1958-1959 season without 
Coach Hole’s continuing patience and wisdom. 

When Wooster’s dean of basketball retired 
after the Case game this season, he ended a fabu- 
lous career which included many honors for him- 
self and Wooster. ‘’Mose,’’ recorded 411 victor- 
ies against only 181 defeats at Wooster, which 
places him thirteenth on the nation’s list of total 
victories by a college coach — a memorable 
achievement.
